Regarding Applicant's argument that the maintenance file of Goerke does not anticipate or suggest the Internal document since the 
internal document is an "internal" document which is not sent between two entities and the internal document Is used to produce a file with 
valid content and it is that file which is then sent to, for example, a bank, this argument is incorrect because the claim language does not 
specify the internal document as such and show no relationship between an internal document and a file as claimed. In claim 31. a claim 
limitation "producing an internal document that includes the valid content data extracted from the updated record" recites an internal 
document only as a document that includes valid content data, so any document or file including updated information can be interpreted 
as an internal document as claimed. As a result of showing no relationship between an internal document and a file, an Internal document 
that Includes the valid content data and a file that Includes the valid content can be both considered as maintenance file which contains 
valid data extracted from one system (company) to update plan information In another system (Plan Administrator) as disclosed in Goerke. 
pg. 19, since they have the same functionality. 

Regarding Applicant's argument that Goerke is silent with respect to "the valid content data corresponding to content data having a validity 
period including the predetermined time", Goerke teach a schema diagram on page 20 wherein StockPlan data is equivalent to Applicant's 
"content data" and data of two attributes "VaildFrom" and "ValidTo" forms a validity period for the Stock Plan data which can Include any 
predetermined time as illustrated in Applicant's claim language.
